Colonel S¥nge, a8 8 geographer, 
takes a large view of this question. He calls 
attention to the fact thatthe Red River settle- 
ment occupies the central position of the contis 
nent ;-and that it is by far the nearest route. tg 
the Pacifie, and infinitely preferable to a journey 
over the arid’ deserts ofthe United States. For 
these reasons he thinks that/the Red River route 
is the one which natore has provided for the use 
of the warld, and that ithe time will soon come 
when its superiority over every other will be univers 
sally recagnised. A cotnection between Canada 
and British Colombia has become an absolute 
necessity ; and for imperial purposes it is essen- 
tial that the monstrougly circuitous route by 
Panama or Cape Horn éhould be abandoned as 
spedily as possible. $o much has been ssid 
about the granite rocks, the portages, ; and the 
swamps of the country lying between the Cand- 
dian frontier and the Lake of the Woods, that it 
is gratifying to be’assufed by Colonel Synge that 
infinitely greater engipeeting difficulties have 
been overcome in the presidency of Bombay, aud 
in other) parts of the world. The peculiar ad- 
vantage of this line of communication is that jt 
is greatly facilitated by the number of lakes ard 
streams, Which, while they are connected with 
great rivers and inland seas north and south, and 
thereby establish a natural relation. with all parts 
of the coptinent, yet pursue & westerly course, 
and all but unite the two oceans by a silvery 
thread. | Colonel Syngé points out that the river 
Saskatchewan, which derives its source from’ the 
very foot of the Rocky Mountains and flows in- 
to Lake Winnipeg, many handreds of miles in the 
ivterior of Raperv’s Laad, is at the present moment 
quite navigable, with fhe exception of one or 
two impediments, which could easily be removed, 
and one of which, a sohewhat precipitous fall in 
the river,.the Indian voyageur even now defies 
by the gkilful managemnent of his canoe.
